‘Be man we're writing about 
this week has probably helped 
put more legs of lamb and mutton 
chops on more plates and more 
wool clothes on more backs than 
any other sheep character in this 
land. 

He is Clint Shirley, the biggest 
sheep marketing agent in the big- 
gest sheep state, in the biggest 
sheep market for six of the past 
eight years—Fort Worth. Early 
this year Clint sold his three mil- 
lionth sheep, which represents a 
lot of wool and lamb chops, even 
in Texas. 

Clint Shirley got his start in 
the hide cellar of a packing com- 
pany in his home state. He sorted 
and graded sheep pelts, then 
salted them down. With this start, 
it’s no wonder he soon wanted to 
go ‘‘whole hog,” or ‘‘whole 
sheep,” rather, in the profession. 

At the packinghouse Clint 

learned everything he could about 
facilities—how carefully the pelts 
were handled and graded; the

Its raw 
materials are the grasses and weeds 
that grow on our mountains and 
prairies, and its product of essen- 
tial food and raiment goes farther 
than any other single factory in the 
world to meet the needs of mankind.’

Meeting 


Texas Sheep and Goat Raisers’ Association 


Sonora, Texas, January 29, 1952 


PRESIDENT Williams called the 
meeting to order at 9:30 A. M. 

The following directors were pre- 
sent:

President Williams told the group 
that the purpose of the meeting was 
to discuss the labor problem. He then 
turned the meeting over to Willie B. 
Wilson, Chairman of the Labor Com- 
mittee. 

Wilson told of various meetings 
which members of the Labor Com- 
mittee had attended. He told of meet- 
ing with the Texas Farm Labor Bu- 
reau Federation in annual convention 
where resolutions have been passed 
opposing the Walter's Bill. The Na- 
tional Wool Growers Association in 
annual convention had also adopted 
resolutions opposing the Walter's Bill. 
He reported that Penrose Metcalfe 
had gone to Waco to meet with the 
West Texas Chamber of Commerce 
and about 13 other civic and farm 
organizations and that they were also 
opposed to the Walter’s Bill and the 
search warrant provision. All ‘Texas 
members of Congress were sent copies 
of resolutions adopted. 

Wilson discussed first the present 
law in regard to the wet-back pro- 
blem. He said that the law that was 
enacted in 1917 provided that “any 
person... . shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $2,000 and a prison term 
not exceeding five years.” He told of 
the ruling of the Supreme Court in 
the case of U. S. vs. Evans in which 
they ruled that the penalty provision 
applied to “any alien so landed.” 
There was no penalty for harboring 
and concealing and for that reason, 
it is not against the law to harbor and 
conceal an alien. The Supreme Court 
also held that the furnishing of lodg- 
ing and etc., to a person would be 
harboring, and this would be in viola 
tion of the new law that might be en- 
acted if a penalty was provided. ‘Then 
employment per se would be a viola 
tion. 

Wilson reported that there has been 
introduced in the House H. R. 5678, 
an Omnibus Immigration Bill and a 
provision of that is Section 274 which 
is the Walter’s Bill. This Bill as origin 
ally introduced contained a_ penalty 


for harboring and concealing and also 
provided that “any member of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice under this regulation shall have 
the power and authority while wear- 
ing his insignia and engaged in the 
performance of his duties to go upon 
and within any place of employment 
other than a dwelling for the purpose 
of interrogating aliens” — go anywhere 
they wanted to without a warrant. 

He said that every member of the 
Texas delegation there seemed to be 
willing to do everything that they 
could to help us. Mr. Walters told 
them that he had the votes to whip 
us to start off with, but through 
friendship with Pickett and Wilson, 
‘Texas members of his Sub-Commit- 
tee, he had held up passage of the 
Bill for further research. Wilson said 
that he at first thought that the whole 
search warrant section of the Bill 
would be knocked out and the word- 
ing in the harboring section changed 
from a felony to a misdemeanor and 
the “reasonable cause to believe that 
a man was an alien” was changed to 
“he would have to knowingly em- 
plov.” The committee later refused 
these compromises. 

Wilson reported that since he and 
Ernest had left Washington, the bill 
had been reported out of the House 
Judiciary Committee with a compro- 
mise amendment to this Section 274 
which provides that “knowingly or 
having reasonable cause to believe, 
willfully or knowingly . . .” 

He told of the Amendment, Page 
95 of the Act. which is the search 
warrant provision. He said that Pickett 
offered an amendment which would 


have made necessarv a search warrant 
similar to the warrants issued during 
prohibition days. 

Wilson said that he thought that 
our only hope was in the Senate, 
that we can only take the compromise 
amendment from the House. “There 
has been introduced in the Senate an 
Omnibus Immigration Bill which 
merely reenacts the provisions of the 
present law to the present concepts of

ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


DISCUSS SUBSIDY, LABOR 
RECOGNIZING that the Secretary 
of Agriculture is required by existing 
law to announce a support program 
and a support price for wool this 
spring, a loan program rather than one 
of outright purchase of wool was re- 
commended by the Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Texas Sheep and Goat 
Raisers’ Association in a meeting held 
January 14 in San Angelo. 

It was brought out in the group 
discussion that this Association had 
recorded itself as being against Federal 
subsidies and that as individuals they 
were opposed to the payment of sub- 


sidies, but that regardless of such ac- 
tion by the Association and their own 
individual opinion, the Agriculture 
Department Secretary would have to 
announce one of the two support 
plans and that as a choice, the loan 
feature was more desirable than the 
other. 

The Advisory Committee also re- 
commended that the Department of 
Defense stockpile needed wool in the 
form of fabric, tops or yarn. Stockpil- 
ing at the present time would be at 
almost pre-Korea prices. 

Other business of the Advisory 
Committee was to approve the audi- 
tor’s report for 1951, to discuss the 
ranch labor problem and to set No- 
vember 10, 11 and 12 as the dates for 
the 1952 annual convention to be 
held in San Angelo.

THE NUMBER of sheep and lambs 
on feed and wheat pasture for market 
in ‘Texas on January 1 was estimated 


at 105,000 head, the same as a vear 


ago. A large part of these sheep and 
lambs were on wheat pasture in con- 
trast to a vear ago when practically 
no wheat pasture was available. Prior 
to the January 1 sleet and snow storm 
in the northwest, wheat was getting 
very short, but it has responded to 
this shghtly improved moisture and 
most of these lambs may obtain 
Slaughter finish before being removed.

The number of sheep and lambs 
on feed for market in the United 
States on January 1 this vear was 15

per cent larger than last year. The 


number is estimated at 3,854,000 head 
or 502,000 head more than last vear. 
This is the first year since 1945 that 
there has been an increase over the 
previous year. While the number is 
the largest since 1949, it is still one of 
lowest in the past 20 years. The num- 
ber is about 30 to 45 percent below 
the number on feed in the years 1935 
to 1947. The peak inventory was 6,- 
954,000 head in 1943. 

In the 11 Corn Belt States, the 
total number on feed is estimated at 
2,273,000 head, an increase of 8 per- 
cent or 161,000 head over last vear. 
Com Belt States which have increas- 
ed lamb feeding operations this year 
are Illinois, up 40 percent; Minnesota,

Dakota, 25 percent; Michigan, 14 per 
cent; Nebraska, 9 percent; and Ohio, 
up 5 percent. ‘The number of lambs 
on feed in Indiana and Missouri is 
the same as last vear. Corn Belt States 
showing reductions are Kansas, down 
42 percent to its lowest level since 
1925; and Wisconsin, down 10 per 
cent. 


The number of lambs on feed in 
the wheat pasture areas of the Great 
Plains is down from last vear. In 
Kansas the number of lambs on wheat 
pastures on January | was estimated 
at about 95,000 head, compared with 
210,000 head last vear and 900,000 
head five vears ago. Wheat pasture 
feeding is on a low level in the South- 
erm and Central Plains States with a 
total lambs on feed in Kansas down 
42 percent; Oklahoma, down 26 per- 
cent; New Mexico, down +0 percent: 
and ‘Texas unchanged. 

In the West, Colorado and Califor- 
nia, two important lamb — feeding 
States, show substantial increases 
over last year. Marked increases occur- 
red in both northern Colorado where 
there were 445,000 head on feed, and 
in the Arkansas Valley which had 
nearly twice as many on feed as a 
vear ago. The number of lambs on 
pasture in southern California is the 
highest since 1948. Feeding opera- 
tions in the irrigated North Platte 
Valley of western Nebraska and south- 
castern Wyoming are 38 percent lar- 
ger than last year. A large proportion 
of lambs, originally planned for wheat 
pasture grazing, has been diverted to 
feeding sections of northern Colorado, 
Nebraska, Wyoming, and some Corn 
Belt States. 


Weather conditions to January 1 
have not been entirely favorable. 
Wheat did not develop satisfactorily 
in the Great Plains States. The North- 
em States, including the Corn Belt, 
had considerable snow and extremely 
cold weather in December. Feeder 
lambs arrived from the range States at 
heavier weights than usual.

FALL WOOL SELLS 
SCANT NEWS is available in West 


Pexas on the wool situation or any 
activity in it. Rav Wyatt, manager 
of the Bandera County Ranchmen 
and Farmers Association at Bandera 
reports that a carload of fall wool is 
being accumulated and will be offer 
ed at around 65 cents per pound. 
Some wool is still coming into. his 
warchouse. 


A carload of fall wool is reported 
to have sold the last of January out of 
the Sanderson Wool and Mohair Co. 
warchouse of Johnny Williams. The 
sale was reported to have been made 
to Emery, Russell, Goodrich at 712 
cents per pound. 

Another carload of fall wool is re- 
ported to have been sold at the same 
time out of the Alpine Wool and 
Mohair Company warehouse to Win- 
slow and Company for 75 cents per 
pound. 

With less than 300,000 pounds of 
mohair left in the state little activity 
is reported. R. P. Collins and Com- 
pany is reported to be contracting 
mohair at $1.00 per pound for adult 
hair and $1.25 for kid hair. 
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Governor Shivers Issues 
Sheep Dipping Proclamation 


ON JANUARY 7th, Governor Allan 
Shivers issued a proclamation making 
mandatory the dipping of most sheep 
leaving public stockyards or auction 
rings, the proclamation intended as a 
big step in clearing ‘Texas of the costly 
sheep scabies. The proclamation was 
prepared by the Livestock Sanitary 
Commission and signed by commis- 
sioners, Ben H. Carpenter, C. K. Mc 
Can and Rav Willoughby. 

The text of the proclamation 
follows: 
WHEREAS, IT has been determined 
by investigation and inspections made 
by regularly employed representatives 
of the Livestock Sanitary Commission 
of ‘Texas that sheep scabies, Psoroptes 
Communis Ovis, a serious contagious 
and infectious disease of sheep, exists 
in the State of ‘Texas, and 

WHEREAS, sheep infected with 
or exposed to scabies, Psoroptes Com- 
munis Ovis, are being assembled at 
Community Sales Rings, Public Auc- 
tion Sales and Stockyards for sale, 
trade and barter as a result of which 
the disease, Psoroptes Cummunis 
Ovis, is being disseminated to the 
farms and ranches of this State with 
serious consequences to the economy 
of the sheep industry, and 

WHEREAS, it is imperative that 


control measures be instituted to pro 
tect the sheep industry of ‘Texas from 
the ravages of this disease, 

THEREFORE, for the purpose of 
preventing the spread of this disease, 
the Livestock Sanitary Commission of 
Texas, by virtue of the authority vest- 
ed in it by law, hereby declares that 
all Community Sales Rings, Public 
Auction Sales and Public Stockvards 
in the State of ‘Texas are classed as in- 
fected with, or exposed to, sheep 
scabies, Psoroptes Communis Ovis, 
and are hereby quarantined 

Now THEREFORE, the Livestock 
Sanitary Commission of ‘Texas has 
adopted the following regulations gov- 
erning the removal of sheep from said 
quarantined Community Sales Rings, 
Public Auction Sales and Public 
Stockyards 

No sheep shall be moved intrastate 
therefrom (except for immediate 
slaughter purposes) without first hav 
ing been dipped one time in a wet- 
table Benzene Hexachloride solution 
containing a gamma isomer concen- 
tration of not less than 0.06 per cent. 
under the supervision of a represen 
tative of this Commission or of the 
United States Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry and accompanied by a written 
permit or certificate, issued by a re 
presentative of the Livestock Sanitary 


Commission of ‘Texas or of the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry. 

At the time of dipping, all sheep 
shall be counted and paint branded 
for the purpose of identification and 
shall be held separate and apart, in 
noninfectious pens from sheep that 
have not been dipped. 

It is further provided that sheep 
shall be removed within ten davs fol- 
lowing the date of dipping. 

Sheep sold for immediate slaughter 
purposes, and consigned directly to 
slaughtering establishments, main- 
taimmg Federal or Municipal post 
mortem veterinary inspection, shall be 
exempt from this regulation. 

It shall be the duty of the owners, 
operators or managers of Community 
Sales Rings, Public Auction Sales and 
Stockvards to provide necessary dip- 
ping vats and pens, together with dip- 
ping fluid and materials for dipping 
said sheep, and to provide sufficient 
help in order that sheep required to 
be dipped under this regulation, may 
be dipped in a manner calculated to 
eradicate infection or exposure as the 
case may be. 

It is also provided that owners, 
operators or managers of Community 
Sales Rings, Public Auction Sales and 
Stockvards are to clean and refill vats 
when deemed necessary by the Live- 
stock Sanitary Commission of Texas 
or its authorized representatives, pro- 
vided however, that no dipping solu- 
tion shall be used which has been 
mixed and in the vat more than ten 
davs. 

These orders and provisions have 
been adopted by the Livestock Sani 
tary Commission of Texas on the 3rd 
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day of January A. D. 1952, and are 
hereby transmitted to the Governor 
of the State of Texas with the request 
that he proclaim them to be in effect 
on and after the 4th day of February 
A. D. 1952.

SMUT MAY BE KILLING 
WEST TEXAS LIVESTOCK 


TWO EDWARDS County ranch- 
men have reported losing stock while 
feeding this winter. One of them has 
lost seven cows in one week. Cause 
of the death of the animals could not 
be definitely determined. Four of the 
cows became sick suddenly and fell 
over dead. The symptoms suggested 
poisoning by a noxious weed or im- 
properly cured hay. 

The other ranchman returned 
home from Del Rio to find two of 
his best saddle horses acutely ill and 
staggering in the pens. One of the 
horses died later the same day. The 
other one was near death for several 
days but finally recovered. The owner 
consulted veternarians, who think 
that probably the hay fed the horses 
contained “smut” which is quite toxic 
to animals if eaten in any quantity. 


Four loads of lambs were shipped 
to Nebraska by Walton Kothmann 
of Menard about January 20. The 
shipments, from Draper and M. J. 
Green of Eden, S. L. Murray of Mil- 
lersview, and Ben Dechert of Junc- 
tion, averaged between 66 and 77% 


pounds per head.

Act im its present form has been re- 
ported out of the Committee. ‘The 
President will veto the Bill if it is 
passed in its” present form without 
some penalty provision in it. Kilgore 
and Ellender will put amendments on 
the Senate Bill. The man responsible 
for the lack of labor is the President 
of the U.S. He has made a promise to 
the President of Mexico that there 
will be some penalty legislation before 
any new negotiations. ‘Those who have 
conferred with the Mexicans don’t be 
heve that Mexico will insist upon it. 
The President has made a promise 
that the Executive Branch of the 
Government has no business making. 
He is taking the farmers and ranchers 
of the U. S. and using them to bring 
Congress into line. He is out on a 
limb — he has said he can do some- 
thing and now he is trying to do it. 

“Regarding our recent trip to 
Washington, the Labor Department 
has an advisory committee known as 
the Farm Labor Advisory Committee 
which is composed of a member from 
every State in the United States. 
There is a sub-committee of this Farm 
Labor Advisory Committee. This 
Committee had a meeting in Wash- 
ington week before last and it is com- 
posed of members from every State 
that uses these Mexican Nationals. 
Texas had two members, one of them 
being J. B. Kirklin of Pecos. Sam 
Reed of O'Bryan is the other one. 
Both are cotton farmers. My feeling, 
of course, is that we are not represent- 
ed with no livestock man on the com- 
mittee at all. The purpose of the meet- 
ing was to find out what was wrong 
with the present contract and what 
should be done on a new contract. 
We, the ranchers, are probably about 
five vears behind on this problem as 
thev have been meeting and working 
on this for the past five vears. When 
it gets down to really doing some 
thing, we are always short of time, and 
we need lots of help. We have no 
trading powers. We would like to 
have this, or that, but we are taking 
whatever they will give us. | was sur- 
prised to find out what a minority 
group we are and how everyone has 
entirely different opinions from outs. 
They are all for the search warrant 
provision. The reason is the President 
has scared them into believing that 
they will have no cotton pickers this 
year unless they pass this Bill. They 
have only started using these men. 
Eighty per cent of the people on the 
Advisory Board are against us — that 
is what makes it so hard to fight on 
this harboring and concealing Act. 
On the search warrant provision, 75% 
are against us. Any delay on the cot- 
ton program makes them against it. 
We got the Mexican Sub-Committee 
to recommend that ranch labor be in- 
cluded within the definition of agri- 
cultural labor and that we be allowed 
to contact men like farmers do — 
that ranch labor be hired by the 
month and paid the prevailing wage 
rate for domestic labor. Prevailing 
wage is one of the problems we will 
have to face on this contract. I think 
we can show less than $100.00 per 
month. 

“Assuming we will get a new con- 
tract and I think we will after the 
penal legislation is passed, I noticed 
while we were up there that we are 
the only group of people anywhere 
that contracts individually. Our pro- 
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blem is foreign to them. One of the 
purposes of this meeting is to discuss 
an association to process men.” 

Ermest Williams took the floor to 
explain the plan for an organization 
to take over all processing. He called 
on Fred Earwood to tell of his con- 
versation with Senator Eastland. 

Earwood said that he and 
several others talked to Senator East- 
land and that he (Eastland) thought 
we should have someone up there 
(Washington) immediately. Senator 
Kastland had said that he was going 
to trv to get something out today. 
He said that he had perhaps a week 
ago drafted a Bill out of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee that he thought 
would meet the President's approval 
but that he learned this morning that 
it wasn’t agreeable and that it would 
be vetoed if it came up in that form. 
Earwood said that he had asked if 
somcone could get up to Washington 
by tomorrow — that we needed to be 
1epresented. 

It was mentioned that it would be 
all nght if J. M. (Casey) Jones, Sec- 
retary of the National Wool Growers 
Association and Congressman O. C. 
Fisher would represent us. Earwood 
told Eastland that we would get in 
touch with them and that if we need- 
ed to be up there, we would try to 
be there by tomorrow if they thought 
that was what we should do. 

The secretary said that Casey got 
to Washington last week and that he 
had talked to him last ‘Thursday and 
at that time he was working with 
Senator McCarran on the Basque Bill. 
He stated that the National had indi- 
cated that they will do everything 
they can do on this to help us, and 
that Casev had all the information on 
the problem. 

Fred Earwood suggested that after 
the meeting they might call J. M. 
Jones or Fisher in regard to going to 
Washington and if they think some- 
one should be there, we should make 
every effort for someone to go. He 
said that when he talked to Eastland, 
he did not want to make anv com- 
mittments until after some action was 
taken at the meeting today. 

Penrose Metcalfe said that appar- 
ently Eastland was quite confident 
that they would prevent them from 
passing such a Bill. 

Secretary Williams mentioned that 
he and Wilson met with this Mexi- 
can Sub-Committee as a result of 
advice from the State and Labor De- 
partments. ‘This advice was the result 
of resolutions passed at the Annual 
Convention calling on those two De- 
partments to allow this organization 
representation in all discussions  per- 
taining to a new agreement. Williams 
also suggested that the only way the 
ranchmen would be able to process 
men satisfactorily and the particular 
men they desired would be through 
an organization such as all farm groups 
have at present. Considerable discus- 
sion followed, and it was decided that 
the Association should not attempt 
to process men but that possibly a 
separate organization might be set up 
to do the processing. The group de- 
cided, however, to do nothing about 
an organization at the present time, 
deciding that the group should wait 
until it is known what the new law 
and agreement will be. 

Penrose Metcalfe expressed great 
concern for the legislation now before 
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both houses of Congress. He made 
particular reference to the penal and 
search provisions. He suggested that 
the meeting determine whether or 
not it wanted to go on record as of- 
ficially opposing the Walter's Bill 
even to the extent of getting no new 
contract. 

It was brought out in the follow- 
ing discussion that the Association 
was not opposing the so-called Wal 
ter’s Bill its entirety, that the 
ranchers wanted only ta get help and 
get it legally but that it was opposed 
to what was in their minds violations 
of their constitutional rights in regard 
to search and seizure. 

Wilson mentioned that he would 
like to have the reaction of the group 
to the individual provisions of the 
Walter's Bill so that the committee 
would know how far to go and what 
steps to take in the future. 

Wilson Amendment No. 5 (Com 
promise Amendment) to be inserted 
on page $5, in lieu of Section 274: 

“(a) person, including the 
owner, operator, pilot, master. com 
manding officer, agent, or consignee 
of anv means of transportation who 
brings into our lands in the United 
States by anv means of transportation 
or otherwise, or attempts, bv himself 
or through another, to bring into our 
land in the United States, by any 
means of transportation or otherwise, 
any alien, including anv alien crew 
man, not dulv admitted by an immi 
gration officer or not lawfully entitl 
ed to enter or to reside within the 
United States under the terms of this 


Act or any other law relating to the 
immigration or expulsion of aliens, 
shall be guilty of a felony, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding $2,000 or by 
imprisonment for a term not exceed 
ing five years, or both, for each alien 
in respect to whom any violation of 
this subsection occurs.” 

Roger Gillis moved that the group 
approve that section. It was seconded 
and voted unanimously. 


Section (b) (1), (2) and (3) were 
read: 
“(b) Any person, including the 


owner, operator, pilot, master, com- 
ing officer, agent or consignee of any 
means of transportation who — 

“(1) knowing or having reasonable 
cause to believe that he is in the 
United States in violation of law, 
transports or moves, or attempts to 
transport or move, within the United 
States by means of transportation or 
otherwise, in furtherance of such vio- 
lation of law; or 

(2) wilfully or knowingly conceals, 
harbors, or shields from detection, or 
attempts to conceal, harbor, or shield 
from detection in any place, includ- 
ing any building or any means of 
transportation, or 

“*(3) encourages Or induces, or at- 
tempts to encourage or induce, 
whether directly or indirectly, the 
entry into the United States of any 
alien crewman, not duly admitted by 
an unmigration officer or not lawfully 
entitled to enter or to reside within 
the United States under the terms of 
this Act or any other law relating to

the immigration or expulsion of aliens, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof be punished 
by a fine not exceeding $1,000 or by 
imprisonment for a term not exceed 
ing one year, or both, for cach alien 
in respect to whom any violation of 
this subsection occurs.” 

Fred Earwood moved that the 
group oppose Section (b) (1), (2) and 
(3) in its present form. It was second 
ed and unanimously opposed. 

Section (c) of the Law was read 
as follows 

“(c) No officer or person shall have

authority to make any arrest for a 
violation of anv provision of this sec- 
tion except officers and employees of 
the Service designated by the Attorney 
General, either individually or as a 
member of a class, and all other of- 
ficers of the United States whose duty 
it is to enforce criminal laws.” 

The motion was made that this 
section be accepted as it now stands. 
It was seconded and voted unani- 
mously. 

Amendment No. 6, Page 96 was 
read as follows

THE LID is being held down tighth 
on a possible internal explosion from 
grain exports at the rate of 50 million 
bushels a month im the face of an 
increasingly tight feed supply situa- 
tion in this country 

Officials fear a congressional imves 
tigation which could touch off an ex 
plosion which could rock both domes- 
tic and foreign policics to their very 
foundation. Livestock, dairy and poul 
trv groups already have begun to fret 
and they are putting the pressure on 
their congressmen, 

Agriculture Secretary Brannan con 
tinues to defend the export program 
despite lis repeated and solemn warn- 
ings that the feed situation is ap 
proaching a critical stage. Feed and 
livestock officials the Department 
understand that the Secretary would 
be displeased if they talked publich 
about the situation 

The fact, dened by none. is that 
we are not growing enough feed grams 
to maintain current meat animal, dairy 
and poultry production and also keep 
up exports. Unless there is an unex 
pectedly big boost in feed grain pro- 
duction, we must cither reduce ex 
ports or cut down on hvestock and 
poultry numbers 

Hog growers, observing the hand 
writing on the wall, already have be 
gun the process of cutting back pro- 
duction. A USDA survey shows thes 
are keeping S per cent fewer brood

sows to farrow next spring. The reason 
is high-priced corn in relation to hog 
prices. 

Cattle feeding likewise will be af 
fected by next spring. The large num- 
ber on feed this winter in the Cor 
Belt 1s misleading. Corn growers put 
more cattle on feed in order to use 
up some 250 million bushels of soft 
com that would spoil unless fed. 
When that is gone the Com Belt 
market for stockers and feeders wall 
decline, livestock experts predict 


al 

Mike DiSalle hasn't heard the last 
of his 20 per cent rollback im ceilings 
on wool. He ordered the ceiling lower 
ed despite strong warnings from sheep 
growers and western congressmen that 
a rollback would not go unchallenged 

DiSalle gave wool the full  treat- 
ment bv rolling back ceilings to the 
lowest level allowed under the price 
law. ‘Phe law savs that no ceiling on 
an agricultural product may be below 
90 per cent of the price it sold for on 
May 19, 1950. 

On last Mav 9, just ten davs ahead 
of the deadline in the law, DiSalle 
rolled wool ceilings back by from 9 
to 12 per cent. The current wool ceil 
ings, therefore, are about one-third 
lower than the price at which wool 
sold for last spring. No ceiling on any 
other farm commodity has been re 
duced by anvwhere near that amount.

WALTER McKAY 
Candidate for Commissioner 
of Agriculture 


A 22-YEAR backlog of working exper 
icnce m the technical problems of the 
department of agriculture offered 
by Walter McKay of Fredericksburg 
in his announcement for commission- 
er of agriculture 

MeKav, whose connection with the 
department began in 1923, resigned 
in 1950 as chief of the division. of 


horticulture and plant quarantine and 
first assistant to the commissioner. 
During these 22 vears he held posts in 
all levels of the department's opera 
tions. 

In the last 10 vears, MeKay has 
been active in obtaming the removal 
of large numbers of embargoes by 
other states against Texas agricultural 
products, thereby bringing millions of 
dollars added revenue to "Texas 
gTOWCTS. 

MeKay was clected chairman of the 
Southern Plant Board on 1950 in re 
cognition of his work in this field. 
The Board is an organization made up 
of agricultural officials of all the 
Southern states. He said he had de 
cided to offer his candidacy at the 
urging of a large number of agricul 
tural organizations and individual lead 
ers in farming and stock raising. 

McKay is now confernng with these 
groups on a 10-point construction por 
gram for ‘Texas agriculture which will 
be presented later. 

Born im 1905 in Guadalupe County, 
MeKav is the son of a farmer and 
ranchman. He was reared in Luling, 
Caldwell County received” Ins 
lugher education at Bavlor University 
Besides stock farming interests, he is 
now co-owner of Radio Station KNAT 
in Fredencksburg. 

He is marred and has four children. 
His wife is the former Miss Augusta 
Montz of Fredencksburg 
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to rally to the support of sheepmen it 
they decide to make a fight on the 
issue when Congress takes up renewal 
of the Defense Production Ast now 
due to be expired next June 30. Cattle 
men won their fight against a 20 per 
cent rollback last summer and it 1s 
believed here that sheepmen would 
stand a good chance of winning also 

Government livestock officials hope 
that the long-time downward = trend 
in sheep numbers has been reversed, 
but figures so far available are not 
conclusive. 

Their optimisin is based largely on 
the BAF January 1 survey showing 
3,554,000 sheep and lambs on feed 
for market. ‘This was an increase of 
502,000, or 15 per cent, over a year 
carlicr. It was also the first mcrease 
since 1945, but still is 30 to +5 per 
cent under the numbers for 1935 to 
1947. 

Most of the increase was m the 14 
state western area where the percent 
age was up 27 per cent over the start 
of 1951. Numerically, the imerease 
was largest m the Corn Belt, but the 
percentage was up only S per cent 
Over a Vear ago 

Officials sav they will have to wait 
for another vear to determine whether 
the report reflects a temporary surge 
of sheep and lambs to market or a 
reversal. of the 20-vear downward

It had not been expected that Con 
gress would act this session on con- 
troversial farm legislative proposals and 
the attitude of most congressmen now 
seems to confirm that expectation, It 
is probable that there will be a lot of 
talk, but very little action. 

Price supports and ceilings are rated 
as the top issues im which farmers will 
be most directly imterested. ‘There are 
several bills to raise supports, includ 
ing one by Sen. Ellender, chairman 
of the Senate Agriculture Committee, 
to put supports on the basis of dollars 
and cents, or a percentage of parity, 
whichever 1s the higher at marketing 
time. 

4 poll of Senate and House Agncul 
ture Committee members, however, 
indicates that although hearmgs are 
to be held, no change in the support 
system 1s probable at this session. ‘The 
big issue will be price ceilings. ‘This 
may provide the main fireworks, but 
majority opmion ts that the price con- 
trol act will be renewed and that 
farm commodities will not be exempt. 

Politics are, of course, the maim in 
terest of Washington and will influ- 
ence both Administration and con 
gressional policies and actions. Al 
though nominally a Democratic Con 
gress, it and the White House are 
miles apart on most important issues

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The Power of Your Vote

ONE MORNING in 1544, a grain 
miller in De Kalb County, Indiana, 
was walking toward his mill. It was 
clection day but he had work to do 
that would keep him busy all day and 
he had decided to forego casting his 
ballot. Before he reached his mill, 
however, he was stopped by friends 
who persuaded him to go to the polls. 
It so happened that the winning can 
didate for the De Kalb county posi- 
tion in the Indiana Legislature won 
by just one vote — and the miller had 
voted for him. 


When the Indiana Legislature con 
vened the De Kalb man cast the de- 
ciding vote that sent Edward Allen 
Hannegan to the United States Sen- 
ate. (Until 1912, the legislatures 
clected U.S. Senators.) And then in 
the U.S. Senate the question of State- 
hood for ‘Texas came up for vote. The 
result was a tic vote. But Senator 
Hannegan, who was presiding as 
“President pro tempore” of the Sen- 
ate, cast the deciding vote, from the 
chair, in favor of admitting ‘Texas. 

In 1948, ‘Too 

‘These incidents clearly demonstrate 
the potential power of a single vote. 
The miller’s act of voting affected the 
destiny of the whole state of ‘Texas. 
What happened in the last presiden 
tial election in Ohio is another illus- 
tration. Ohio's 25 clectoral votes went 
to the successful presidential candidate 
in 1948 by so slim a margin that a 
single additional vote of 
Ohio's voting precincts could have re 
versed that result. One single person 
who didn’t vote in cach voting pre- 
cinct thus had the power to change 
the political destiny of Ohio, and it 
might well have affected the destiny 
of the nation or even the world. 

In that 1945 presidential clection 
only half the American people of vot- 
ing age voted — 48,000,000 out of a 
possible 95,000,000. ‘The percentage 
of people who vote regularly in all 
elections — local, state and national - 
is drastically lower: only 20 per cent, 
or one out of every five of the cligible, 
vote regularly. 

Get-Out-The-Vote “Tool” 

These and other equally challeng 
ing facts are presented in a new Hard- 
ing College “flannel-board”’ presenta- 
tion entitled “The Power of Your 
Vote.” ‘The purpose of this new illus- 
trated talk is to get more people to 
vote and to assist all voters to become 
intelligent voters in their measuring of 
candidates and issues. It is the third 
of a Harding College senes designed 
to develop a better informed and 
more responsible citizenry throughout 
the nation. 

More than 2,000 “‘flannel-board”’ 
speakers scattered through the +5 
states, including clergymen, industrial 
training directors, civic club members, 
club women, labor union stewards, 
teachers, ete., have been giving these 
“flannel-board” talks. Since the re 
cent public announcement of ‘The 


Power of Your Vote” a great many

FEEDING LAMBS SAVES LABOR 


“Feeding my first load of lambs in 1942 put me 


_ on the right track,” says R. J. Grein who farms 


160 acres near Lakefield, Minnesota. It is now 
the main business on his farm where he fed 
2,600 market lambs last year. 

“Lambs are the greatest labor saving feature 


_ on my farm. Between field feeding and self- 


feeding in the dry lot, it doesn’t take much work. 
My first lot of lambs in September get off to a 
good start and make cheap gains during a few 
weeks by cleaning up the clover fields. Then after 
6 to 8 weeks in the corn fields I begin topping 
out the Choice lambs for market. As these lambs 
move out, I turn another lot into the corn fields 
where they finish the job of harvesting my corn. 
By putting another two strings of lambs through 
the feed lots, I use up all of my hay and usually 
buy a few thousand bushels of corn to take care 
of the dry lot lambs and about 65 steers and 
75 hogs. 

“Some folks feel that lamb feeding can never 
be more than a side line on most of our Mid- 
Western farms, yet it is surprising how well a 
major lamb feeding system can be adapted to a 
farm and the extent to which it reduces the man- 
power needs.” Mr. Grein does all of the farm 
work and the livestock feeding without addi- 
tional help. “Clean water and protein supple-

ment have helped me to avoid excessive death losses. 
The main thing is to bring them up to full feed care- 
fully and even after that, 1 spend a lot of time watch- 
ing the lambs. If there is anything wrong, the lambs 
will show it. 

“I also try to hold the risk to a minimum by turning 
over four lots of lambs each year. I buy feeder lambs 
weighing 75 to 80 pounds and market them at around 
100 to 105 pounds in 60 to 90 days. There are a 
number of good systems for fattening lambs and a lot 
of inistakes that must be avoided, but the basic factor 
is that you've got to ‘like lambs’.”

Analyzing Livestock 
And Meat Situation 


By Sheep and Goat Raiser Chicago Bureau 


EVERYBODY in any wav connected 
with ‘Texas vearling wethers, fed in 
record numbers last vear in the corn 
belt, wince when they think of prime 
handyweights still selling at $25.50 at 
mid-January, 1952. But it’s dead-end 
strect on this class of livestock, cull 
and common kinds at S15 to $19; 
good offerings at $21.50 and choice 
at $24.00 to $24.75. Phat commercial 
feedlots, the West and m= imstances 
the Southwest, lost barrels of money 
is a pretty good bet when carly laying 
in prices were squared off against the 
later facts of federal grading and dol- 
lar and cents ceilings. 

Laving-in extravagances were mostly 
due to DiSallean rollback troubles last 
summer. One cattle rollback was per 
mitted, the other was quashed in late 
summer. Meanwhile, the cornbelt 
couldn't buy anything out West, so 
rushed for thousands of Southwest 
old crop lambs, which were thin be- 
cause of a long drouth. There is no 
blame placed on ‘Texas or other South- 
west sheepmen, for armed with the 
greatest pasture crop history, many 
up north would have bought more 
vearlings if available. What buyers 
overlooked was sharply increased vol- 
ume and the eventual tonnage 1t 
might make not only at the expense of 
vearlings but also winter fed lambs 
scaling over 105 Ibs. Also the deleter 
ious effect on any livestock class such 
as old crop lambs due to run later 
as vearlings, and still later as vearlings 
and twos, of any outside interference 
like that taken over by OPS. 

Texas vearlings came north by the 
thousands at $27.50 to $31.00. But 
now they are passing out of a dull, 
money-losing picture after taking up 
a lot of pasture room and, over the 


last 60 to 90 days eating lots of corm, 
in the field and in feedlots. Such is 
the finale of the vearling market dur 
ing the 1951-1952 season, the biggest 
ever in money losses and numbers of 
vearlings, with more naturally develop 
ed twos over the last month or so at 
a $2.00 to $4.00 discount to further 
heckle a bad deal. 

Naturally the vearling wether trade, 
because of volume immensity, has 
hurt winter fed lambs scaling over 
105 Ibs. Tonnage of both haven't donc 
handy lambs any So now good 
to prime 100 Ibs. wooled and shorn 
lambs are losing money, winterfeds 
having cost $33.00 to $35.00) laid 
down last fall now dragging at $28.00 
to $30.75, according to weights and 
pelts. The $28.00 applies to 120 Ib. 
fed clippers, heavy but fat as hogs. 
The $30.75 goes for handy woolskins, 
with cvervthing averaging above 105 
pounds under buver surveillance. Thus 
most evervbody paid too much for 
Western and Southwestern lambs 
last fall, an easy comparison being 
that $25.00 feeders in load lots in 
1950 came back to make a $1,000 
whereas a load costing around $35.00 
is coming back this season to take 
that thousand away. 

As retail butchers in big cities are 
credited with having made a “killing” 
on vearlings, it is taken for granted 
that lambs can’t do much until vearl 
ing tonnage is more nearly cleaned up. 
And now comes an increased supply 
of 105 to 120 Ib. fed lambs, likewise 
an estimate as of January | that there 
are 15 per cent more lambs on feed 
than a vear earlier. And wool market 
reports from all over the world sug 
gest that commodity is anything but 
on fire.

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So, if top lambs come back to $32 
by the time this appears in print all 
well and good. At the moment there 
is nothing behind the scenes to sug 
gest any more, if as much. However, 
choice and prime steers have taken a 
stand for the better at $37.50° to 
$38.50. This washes away any idea of 
1 $36.00 or even a $37.00 top, and 
thus releases a lot of pressure from 
90 to 120 dav shortfeds with weight, 
another class of livestock evidently 
bought too high following the OPS 
muddle last summer and fall 

A good many, but not too many, 
steers with weight have come back to 
lose money in having to accept $32.00 
to $35.00. When the top on primc 
steers recently threatened to decend 
to $37.00 or below, it looked like all 
such cattle were in for a good tim 
ming. But now that top cattle arc 
temporanly high again, the — price 
spread has widened and overzealous 
finishers last fall may pull through 
without going too far in the red 
Prime steers and heifers are runing 
out. All heavies in the sense of 1,250 
to 1,500 Ibs. are thinning down, but 
it is still doubtful if the supply ss 
bullishly thin’ because evervone sces, 
or professes to find, lots of cattle on 
teed evervwhere. 

\t anv rate weight was at a sharp 
disadvantage as late as mid-January 
Shortfeds scaling 1,400 Ibs. were hav 
ing to sell around $34.00 and 1,600 
pounders at $33.50. Pretty fleshy 
steers and heifers were having to go 
imto killer channels at $29.50 to 32.50 
and $25.50 to 32.00 respectively. Just 
the same there were well finished 
1,200 Ibs. as high as $35.65 and quite 
a few light and long vearlings at 
$37.50 to 38.50. This is a help that 
the trade may hear more about later 
on when bigweights disappear, if and 
when? Just how much actual differ 
ence the government's admittedly up 
ped 2 to 22 per cent error in cattle 
on farms last vear may make im the 
number of cattle put on feed last fall 
and this winter is worth watching for 

In this connection many believe fat 
cattle will sell higher after, if not dur- 
ing March, but no one expects other 
than hberal receeipts. ‘Vherefore any 
unprovement on foot will have to de 
velop as a result of broader demand 
for beef. And im most lines, if not 
in dressed meats, demand is one of 
the imponderables during 1952.

the animal. An animal can be affected 
by overfeeding as well as by under 
While the latter obviously 
leads to emaciation and lowered re 
sistance to parasitism, the former may 
also lead to a lowered resistance undet 
certain conditions. For example, serum

and virus vaccimation 1s more danger 
ons im fat hogs on full ration than 
in those on a limited dict. The diet- 
ary type of infectious calf scours fre 
quently is associated with overtceding. 

In fattening livestock for market, 
time as a factor, the objective is to 
get as much feed mto the animal in 
as short a period as possible and still 
maimtain normal gams. The experienc 
ed feeder observes his stock closely, 
especially if concentrates Comprise the 
principal part of the ration. Occasion 
ally in voung growing stock excessive 
concentrates, in the absence of rough- 
ic, mav lead to an inflammation of 
the stomach and intestines (gastroen 
teritis) and diarrhea; if the concen- 
trates are not unmediatels 
the losses may be heavy. ‘This is par 
ticularly apparent in lamb feed lots 

Sudden changes im feed mav_ be 
disastrous. For example, feeder stock 
shipped from a remote point should 
be fed lightly to begim with, thus al 
lowing them to become acclimated 
and accustomed to the feed. Many 
lambs are shipped as feeders from

western ranges, Where they were raised 
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on pasture alone, to the East or Mid- 
west. Placed suddenly on gram stubble 
or feed concentrates, they are likely 
to overeat, and mav succumb to acute 
indigestion or enterntis. To a 
extent the same may apply to chang 
ing from barley to wheat 
the change should be gradual 

The foregoing general principles 
conceming feeding livestock m= main 
taining them free from disease mav be 
summarized as follows

1. Feed an adequate amount im or 
der that the growing animal maintains 
condition. Growth should be continu 
ous; it 1s costly to allow an ammal to 
lose flesh from lack of feed: the loss 
must be replaced. An animal losing 
condition from lack of feed becomes 
more susceptible to disease. 

2. Livestock maximum ration 
of concentrates for fattening purposes 
should be observed carefully for symp 
toms of acute indigestion characteriz 
ed by loss of appetite, constipation or 
diarrhea, and evidence of abdominal 
pain.

3. Avoid sudden changes in feed 

Certain deficiencies of minerals or 
vitamins in the ration produce spe- 
cific manifestations of disease. Many 
of these deficiencies are confined to 
certain areas, others are widespread 
in occurrence. Nutritional anemia im 
suckling pigs, for example, occurs 
whenever young pigs are maintained, 
for over two weeks after bemg farrow 
ed, on concentrate without having ac 
cess to iron and copper compounds. 
The pigs become sluggish and weak; 
and the mucous membrances are pale. 
The condition can be overcome by 
putting clean soil or sod in the pens, 
or by swabbing the udder of the sow 
daily with a solution of copperas. 

Rickets produces, among other 
things, a pronounced failure of grow- 
ing bone to calcify, and is a not in 
frequent occurrence m young animals. 
The cause is apparently an improper 
calcium-phosphorus ratio im the diet 
and aggravated by a vitamin D de- 
ficiency. Calcium deficiency is rare in 
the United States, especially in the 
ruminant, since legume forage crops 
are usually excellent sources of cal 
cium. ‘Timothy and other grass havs 
may not supply adequate amounts. 
Phosphorus deficiency is relatively 
common and phosphorus-deficient 
areas are known to exist. Phosphorus 
deficiency 1s reflected im the livestock 
of the area by depraved appetite, ema 
ciation, and underdevelopment. In 
these areas, native feed should always 
be supplemented with high phosphor 
us feed such as whole cereal grains, 
cottonseed, linseed, or soybean meal. 
Mineral supplements such as steamed 
bone meal or dicalc1um phosphate 
supply both calcium and phosphorus 
in the diet. Rock phosphate is some- 
times used, but the fluorme must first 
be removed, since an excess of the 
latter will result in erosion of the 
teeth. The phosphorus and calcium 
content of some forage crops may be 
increased by adding calcium and phos- 
phorus fetilizers to the soil 

Cobalt deficiency occurs in some 
areas and causes anemia, emaciation 
and death. Only a trace of cobalt is 
required and can be added to a salt 
lick or other essential minerals 

The interaction of copper and mol 


discovery that excessive molybdenum 
in interfere with the 
growth of voung cattle. This has been 
particularly apparent im the western 
areas with the introduction of perma 
nent pastures under imigation. ‘The 
condition is confined to voung cattle 
ind is. characterized bv change 
coat color, emaciation and diarrhea 
Calves have been observed on perma- 
nent pastures up to the hocks m feed 
and vet literally starving to death. On 
first appearance, acute parasitism 1s 
suggested. Cows are not affected but 
remain im excellent condition. The ad 
dition of copper sulfate in the form of 
bluestone to the drinking water coun 
teracts the effect of excess molvbden- 
um. Supplementing the pasture with 
hav has been beneficial m= some 
stances. 

The addition of bluestone to drink 
ing water is not new. Livestock raisers 
often placed it in water to keep down 
the growth of algae which thev believ- 
ed detrimental to their stock. In the 
light of our present knowledge it was 
the mtake of copper that benefited 
the animals. 

In certain areas, the mineral magnc 
sium may be lacking in the soil with

With respect to the vitamins, a 


deficiency of vitamin A can occur pat 
ticularly in the western ranges where 
rainfall 1s seasonal and beef cattle are 
likely to be on dry feed from May or 
June until October or November. Dur- 
ing this period the liver storage of the 
vitamin may be depleted by August, 
rendering the animal subject to the 
cffects of the deficiency. One of the 
important effects of vitamin A defic 
iency, with respect to disease, is an 
mcreased susceptibility to infection. 
Under such conditions a low percent- 
age calf crop because of abortions may 
be the tangible result. The answer to 
this is not always practicable because 
it involves supplementary feeding of 
properly cured alfalfa hay to supply 
the necessarv vitamin. Vitamin A de- 
ficiency has also been associated with 
calf scours 


Deficiency of vitamin D may be re 
sponsible for rickets. Suncured hay 
contains large amounts of this vita- 
min. Animals also get vitamm D from 
the direct radiation of the sun’s rays. 

Phe vitamin B complex is not likely 
to be a factor in diseases of the rumi- 
nant which can synthesize this mater- 
ial, but it mav be a factor in the non- 
ruminant, such as the hog and the 
chicken, thus, the rations of swine 
and poultry should contam adequate 
amounts of the B complex vitamins. 
Vitamin B complex deficiencies have 
been associated with poor growth and 
enteric conditions in swine. ‘Turkevs 
and chickens quickly show symptoms 
of mboflavin, calcium pantothenate, 
niacin, choline chloride, folic acid and 
vitamin Bl2 deficiencies. There has 
been some indication that the addi- 
tion of riboflavin to the diet of horses 
may correct or prevent “moon blind- 
ness.” 

Lack of vitamin C has been asso 
ciated with failure to breed, and large 
doses of this vitamin have been re- 
commended for correction of this con-

evidence that “‘white 
muscle” or “‘stiff lamb’? disease may 
be prevented or corrected by the ad 
dition of feeds mch m vitamin E to 
the ration. “White muscle” disease 
occurs in lambs and beef calves and 
is characterized by a withering of the 
muscles of the hind quarters, thus 
preventing the animals from getting 
up to nurse. Wheat germ oil is rich in 
vitamin E and is used to correct this 
condition in lambs. The disease 1s con 
fined chiefly to the farm flocks of the 
East and Midwest and 1s rarely seen 
in the large bands on the western 
ranges. Under such circumstances cor- 
rection by the addition of wheat germ 
(or tocopherol) to the ration is prac 
tical. 

This resume has been of an ex 
tremely general nature and was in 
tended to call attention to the neces 
sity of considering nutrition as an 
important factor controlling dis 
ease. It can best be exemplified in a 
case history which is not hypotheti 
cal. Calves in certain areas are sub 
ject to infestation by lung worms, 
stomach worms and lice. ‘These areas 
are usually poor swampy pastures and 
no supplementary feeding 1s practiced 
There is no effective treatment tor 
lung worms, but the animals can_ be 
treated for stomach worms and _ lice, 
and at the same time the feed im- 
proved. If this is done the calf itself 
will be able to resist the lung worms 
It is the combination of deleterious 
factors that overcomes the natural re 
sistance; hence, the reason for the 
introductory statement “give the ani 
mal a chance and it will protect itself 
against many invaders.”

Prices Spotty, Fluctuations Narrow 
As Buyers’ Attitude ‘Hot’ or ‘Cold’ 


By Ted Gouldy 


THE HYPERSENSITIVE conditions 


of the livestock markets has seldom 
been more clearly pointed up than 
dunng the past month of trading at 
Fort Worth in all divisions of the 
market. 

The bugaboo of the large numbers 
of lambs on feed in the West and 
Midwest sections of the country has 
put a damper on packer activity as 
the runs loomed large, yet the pros- 
pects of slim offerings of fat lambs and 
sheep after the “run is over” out of 
those areas has been giving the mar- 
ket a boost at intervals. 

Upshot of the whole situation is a 
“hot” and “cold” attitude on the part 
of buvers which has made for spotty 
prices, but with price fluctuation in 
a relatively narrow range 

In fact, while packers have been 
inclined to bear down on slaughter 
offerings, especially heavyweight lambs 
and yearlings, these same packers have 
been rather heavy buvers of handy- 
weight feeding tvpes of lambs and in 
the resultant palling and hauling 
slaughter and feeder tvpe lambs have 
been selling in very close relationship 
and often at the same prices. 

There has been nothing new in the 
wool trade, apparently, which would 
change pelt credits enough to swing 
prices verv much either way 

There has been some inquiry from 
Western interests about prospects for 
getting some ewe lambs or vearling 
ewes for that region this week for later 
delivery, some Montana interests be- 
ing especially warm to this idea and 
some South Dakota buying of stocker 
ewes, as well as feeder lambs has de- 
veloped late this month at Ft. Worth. 
Naturally this has been of minor na- 
ture since these kinds are in small 
suppply at the present time

provement on the slaughter demand 
late in February or March

Also Docks Lambs 


A SCIENTIFICALLY designed three 
purpose unit calf dehorner, lamb dock- 
er and soldenng iron that operates on 
110 or 120 AC-DC current has been 
developed and placed on the market 
by the L. F. McKee Company of 
Houghton Lake, Michigan. Develop- 
ment of a new type tip for the unit 
permits lamb docking to be performed 
by electncity. 

Ihe manufacturer says that the 
electrical method of calf de-horning 
and lamb docking causes less pain to 
the animals than other methods used 
in the past. Because no open sores 
are created the “McKee Unit’ does 
not expose the calves or lambs to 
disease or infection. There is no 
shocking pain to the animal and the 
operations can be successfully accom- 
plished indoors or outdoors. Separa 
tion or confinement of the animals 
is not necessary. 

A special alummum shield serves 
to radiate and direct heat to the tip. 
The shield also serves as positive pro- 
tection against accidental burning of 
operator or animal and assures proper 
temperature on the tips under all cli 
matic conditions. 

The “McKee Unit” requires less 
than three minutes to de-horn any 
calf from 5 days to 5 months of age. 
A standard de-horning tip is supplied 
for small calves and a larger tip is 
supplied for use on large or older 
calves. 

When docking lambs, one man can 
hold the lamb with its tail on a block 
and at the same time handle the 
“McKee Unit.” A firm pressure down- 
ward of the special docking tip on 
the lamb’s tail and the tail is severed 


in three seconds. Owners of flocks 
will find the ““McKee Unit” makes it 
possible for farmers, ranchers and vet 
crinarians to handle more lambs in 
fewer hours for greater economy and 
efficiency. 

The aluminum shield is designed to 
control temperature at the high de 
gree required for docking or de-horn 
ing, but is easily removed to convert 
the unit to a soldering iron.

Because of the 
selection of tips, the unit can be pur- 
chased as a de-horner or lamb docker 
individually, or as a complete unit. 
It is constructed with a heavy duty 
heating element and comes equipped 
with a wood handle, 6 feet of in- 
sulated cord and an Allen wrench for 
changing tips. Designed to do a per 
fect job, the tips are milled from solid 
copper and are easily interchangeable.

Texas Sheep and Goat 
Situation Unchanged 


THE TEXAS sheep and goat situa 
tion during the first three wecks of 
the new vear showed little change 
from the close of 1951, the U. S. 
Department of Agnculture’s Produc- 
tion and Marketing Administration 
reports 

Prices of sheep and goats fluctuat 
ed within a narrow range in early Jan- 
uary and failed to register any material 
change. Drouth conditions were not 
greatly improved. Feed supplies re- 
mained tight and costs held at a high 
level. Marketings of sheep and goats 
were just about the same as a month 
earher. 

Grazing facilities in ‘Texas remained 
very poor. Most ranchmen have been 
forced to start an carly feeding pro 
gram in order to keep their flocks 
ilive. However, with feed supplies so 
hard to locate and feed costs msing, 
most sheep and goats will get little 
more than a maintenance ration this 
winter. 

Many ranchmen still displaved con 
siderabie interest in keeping or build 
ing up breeding stock, but lack of 
grazing facilitics and scarcity of feed 
would not permit anv material flock 
expansion. 

As a result, marketings of sheep and 
lambs continued on a larger than usual 
basis. Through the first 1S davs of 
January, some 25 thousand head of 
sheep and lambs had been varded at 
Fort Worth and San Antomo. Of 
these, 20 thousand were unloaded at 
Fort Worth. Januarv’s receipts at the 
two ‘Texas vards were nearly the samc 
as in December but ran considerably 
larger than the 14 thousand head dur 
ing the same period a vear ago. 

All classes of sheep and lambs were 
represented in this month’s offerings, 
but wethers were scarce at most ses 
sions. With wool prices a little lower, 
the percentage of wooled lambs offer 
ed on the slaughter market increased. 
Most of the time, wooled lambs sold 
at a premium but some deals found 
both wooled and shor offerings sell 
ing at the same price. 

Compared with the close of Decem- 
ber’s trade, sheep and lamb prices in 
‘Texas on January 1S were steadv to 
only 50 cents lower. All classes shared 
the decline. 

Fort Worth turned good and choice 
shor slaughter lambs at $27 to 
$27.50 per 100 Tbs. while wooled of

quoted choice to prime 82 Ib. club 
lambs at $27.75. Other good and 
choice lambs brought $26 to $27 

Good and choice No. | pelt year- 
lings and two-year-olds cleared San 
Antonio at $20.50. Fort Worth turn 
ed utility to choice slaughter yearlings 
in an $18 to $22 range 

Cull to good slaughter ewes took 
$10 to $14 at Fort Worth. San An- 
tomo buvers paid up to $14.50 for a 
few good ewes. The bulk graded cull 
and utility and sold at $10.50 to $13 

Demand for feeder lambs improved 
somewhat this month. However, there 
was no noticeable change in volume 
of marketings at San Antomo and 
Fort Worth. In fact, if any, the 
change was on the smaller side 

Good and choice short fed lambs 
left San Antomio for further feed lot 
finish at $26.50. Other medium and 
good feeder lambs brought to 
$23.50 in the Alamo City. Some fat 
lambs went to feed lots from Fort 
Worth at $28 but the bulk of feeder 
lambs graded common to good and 
cleared in an $18 to $26 spread 

Goat prices at San Antonio on 
January 18 failed to show any change 
from the December close. Marketings 
of goats are commg im at a_ fairly 
heavy rate for this time of vear. Like 
sheep ranchers, the goat producer 1s 
faced with lack of grazing facilities, 
tight feed supplies, high feed costs 
and less favorable mohair prices than 
im recent vears. Ay a result, many goats 
that would normally be held on the 
range were forced to market 

By January, San Antomo’s 
stockvards moved medium grade Span- 
ish type goats at $14 to $15 per 100 
pounds. Common and medium An 
goras, either fresh shorn or the 
hair, went at $13, with some. last 
sales of fresh shorn lots at $10.75 
Bulk of cull and common. offerings 
went at S11 to $12 

Most kid goats cleared in a $7 to $8 
per head range. Some averaging from 
12 to 15 Ibs. sold down to $3.50 each 

Pricewise, hogs and cattle prices 
showed more decline than sheep. Bs 
January 18 hogs stood $1 per 100 Ibs 
below December's close at Fort Worth 
and $1.25 lower at San Antonio. Sows 
lost $1 to $1.50 at Fort Worth and 
$1.25 at San Antomo. Feeder pigs 
managed to hold about steady at Fort 
Worth but fell $1 to $2 at the Alamo 
Cits 

Losses of 50 cents to $I per 100 
Ibs. were common throughout the list 
in cattle, although stocker classes fail 
ed to show the full decline. A sharp 
drop in cow prices during the third 
week of January left beef cows as 
much as $2 lower at San Antonio and 
Fort Worth

In 
the breeding sheep and goat depart- 
ment $5,306 is being offered in prem 
iums posted by the American Angora 
Goat Breeders Assn.. the American 
Suffolk Sheep Society and the San 
Antonio Exposition 

In addition to premiums, the Amer- 
ican Corriedale Association offers a 
silver trophy to premier exhibitor of 
Corniedale sheep, sclection to be on 
the basis of awards received in regular 
Corriedale classes at the show. 

J. E. “Spud” ‘Tatum of Rocksprings 
will judge fine wool sheep; Alex Mc 
Kenzie of the Department of Animal 
Husbandry, Oklahoma A & M, med 
ium wool sheep; Armer Earwood, 
Sonora, Angora Goats; and Vestal 
Askew, Sonora, all fat lambs. John HH. 
Jones of the Department of Animal 
Husbandry, Texas A & M, will sift 
the lambs. 

J. A. Grav, San Angelo, is superin- 
tendent of the breeding sheep and 
goats, and Jack B. Taylor, secretarv- 
treasurer, Rambouillet Sheep Breeders 
Association, San Angelo, is his assist 
ant. Bill Oliver, Kerrville, is superin- 
tendent of fat lambs, and Bill Rector, 
Seguin, 1s the assistant. 

The San Antonio show is offering 
a total of $49,477 in premiums this 
vear, as compared with the $45,000 
offered for the 1951 show. Additional 
departments and auction sales have 
been included and more facilities pro- 
vided for the convenience of partici- 
pants as well as visitors. 

The comparative newcomer among 


the nation’s major stock shows has 
installed a new type, all-metal, steel 
constructed cattle barn, the most mod 
em in the state, which will provide 
room for 600 head of cattle on its 
50,000 square feet of floor space. ‘This 
new barn, built especially for 4-H and 
FFA use, adjoms the original cattle 
barn, furnishing a total covered area 
of more than three acres and space for 
1,200 animals.

d) when the Attorney General or 
any officer, designated either individ 
ually or as one of a class by the Attor 
nev General for that purpose, has in 
formation indicating reasonable 
cause to believe that in any designated 
lands or other property aliens are il 
legally within the United States, he 
shall issue his warrant authorizing the 
immigration officer named therem to 
go upon or within such designated 
lands or other property, other than a 
dwelling, in which the warrant states 
there may be ahens illegally within 
the United States for the purpose of 
interrogating such aliens concerning 
their nght to enter or to be or remain 
in the United States.

If the 
Judge or Commissioner is satisfied 
that grounds for the application ex 
ist or there is probable cause to be- 
lieve that thev exist, he shall issue a 
warrant identifving the alien by name, 
or by a reasonably accurate descrip- 
tion of said alien, and naming or de- 
scribing the place to be searched. The 
warrant shall be directed to a civil 
officer of the United States author- 
ized to enforce or assist in enforcing 
the laws relating to immigration, na- 
turalization and nationality. shall 
state the grounds or probable cause 
for its issuance and the names of the 
persons whose affidavits have been 
taken in support thereof.

we met at Mrs. Jim Carpenter's home 
and explained the work of the Hill 
Country Chapter and told of the 
Wool and Mohair Festival plans.

On April 20, a San Angelo corres 
pondent called to get some publicity 
tor the Festival. | gave him one de- 
tailed storv I had written to be used 
in the wool issue of the Standard- 
Times. On April 23, Mrs. Hondo 
Crouch, Mrs. Felix Real, Jr. and I 
drove to San Angelo to mect with five 
state Auxiliary ladies to make arrange- 
ments for the prizes to be given in 
the “Make It Yourself with Wool’ 
sewing contest and work out a budget 
to operate the stvle show. 

On April 27, several of our chapter 
members met with a group of A & M 
Extension Service members at the 
Court House in Kerrville to work out 
some plan of depicting goats and mo- 
hair from District 11 at the Texas 
State Fair at Dallas. Sketches were 
drawn and ideas sent in. The finished 
display had goats and mohair fabrics in 
evidence along with the fruits and 
vegetables grown in the Winter Gar- 
den promotion of District 11. 

On May 12, | attended the splendid 
Wool Show at Harper. There were 
eight club displays and Harper had 
asked us to send some judges from 
our chapter which we were very glad 
to do. These were Mrs. Dale Priour, 
Ingram; Mrs. Oscar Neunhoffer and 
Miss Erma Schmidt of Kerrville. 

On May 22, I again attended ‘Tivy 
High School Home Making classes 
inviting the girls to enter the sewing 
contest and giving them Wool Bureau 
brochures along with the Texas sheet 
of instructions. 

I attended the State Auxiliary meet 
ing at Lampasas on June 9 and re- 
ported our latest developments. 

On June 26, our chapter held its 
summer meeting at Junction. It was 
a good meeting and we gained some 
new members from there and Harper. 
The members there were the newest 
ones, but they afforded us plenty of 
enthusiam in helping us forward our 
work. 

July 17, another meeting was held 
with the Lions Club officials this be 
ing the first meeting since installation 
of their new president on July 1. Plans 
for the festival were changed from ori- 
ginal ideas, but enlarged in many re- 
spects. 

On July 19, another chapter mem 
ber and I attended the meeting of the 
Uvalde County Home Demonstration 
Council at the court house there. They 
were very responsive and three girls 
from there were entered in the sewing 
contest. 

On August 7, Sue Flanagan, Auxil- 
iar Publicity Chairman of San An 
gelo, was here and we went to Mrs. 
Crouch’s at Comfort to get some pub 
licity ready for publication by Septem 
ber | for the festival. 

On August 26, I spent another day 
with Mrs. Crouch when we worked 
on publicity that was to go in the 
Lions Club booklets advertising the 
festival and our style show plans, 
judges, awards, etc. 

On September 5, I attended the 
State Auxiliary meeting in Brackett- 
ville and gave the response address 
to the Mavor’s welcome and also told

ants. 

On September 20, our chapter 
meeting was held at Kerrville when 
last minute plans of the different 
phases of the festival were given.

The displays were 
placed in the store windows on Mon- 
day and after getting all the displays 
numbered or named I arranged score 
sheets for the judges’ use on Tuesday, 
October 2. I placed the mbbons in 
the winning windows ‘Tuesday after- 
noon. R. G. Jordan, of the San An- 
tonio Express was here Wednesday to 
get the names and stories of the win- 
ners and some pictures. 

After writing to the Wool Bureau, 
they sent a picture display for our use 
in the festival. I arranged it at a 
booth and had 1400 copies of litera- 
ture of different phases of wool and 
mohair to give out. 

On October +, I helped at the 
Methodist Assembly as the visiting 
girls registered and gave them a little 
contest entry tag with my compli- 
ments. Complimentary tickets were 
secured from the Lions Club for the 
girls so they could attend the “Night 
In Old Mexico” supper and musical 
entertainment. 

On October 5, I helped at Meth- 
odist Assembly during judging hours 
and typed the garment descriptions of 
all the senior class entries for refer- 
ence to the style show commentator. 

Of course, I attended our Style 
Show on October 5 and I think it 
was a most attractive event. Right 
here, IH say that my special thanks 
go to Shatzie Crouch for the Style 
Show arrangements. I'll never know 
how she got it all done, but she de- 
serves all the credit for what she and 
her committees accomplished. 

Since we have not had an active 
secretary this vear, my report is long, 
because I have had lots of work to 
do that should be in the secretary's 
report. 

During the year, | wrote 124 letters 
and 34 postcards for the chapter. I 
sent six write-ups to Mrs. Saul for

I made six long distance phonc 
calls and received eight. In estimating 
the miles I drove just for the items 
mentioned in this report it would be 
over 1700 miles. I kept a record of all 
the mail | wrote and kept many car 
bon copies of letters or stories 1 wrote 
for later reference. They have been 
useful several times. I received +49 
letters and five post cards all pertain- 
ing to chapter and festival work. ‘Then 
I saved clippings from newspapers and 
magazines for our Historian. In No 
vember I sent over 50 clippings for the 
book. The only record I missed keep- 
ing was local phone calls, and they 
were numerous. It would be impos 
sible to thank each individual who was 
so helpful, but the cooperation was 
superb whether the person was an 
officer, committee chairman or mem- 
ber. I needed all of you so may | 
say “Thanks” to each and everyone 
of you. It has been a wonderful vear 
full of experiences. There have been 
several unfortunate incidents to some 
of you as well as myself, and it is my 
sincerest wish that all difficulties will 
soon be overcome. 

‘To my corps of officers | want to 
express my deepest appreciation for 
their cooperation; to the committee 
chairmen, thanks for jobs well done; 
to each and every member, thanks for 
raising our ranks so high, we could 
not have done it without all of you. 

‘The last meeting of the year to be 
was held in Kerrville, December 7 but 
the meeting had to be recalled for 
January 12 since because of illness 
there was not a quorum present for 
election of officers. At the January 
session changes were asked to help 
improve the business of the chapter, 
and new officers were elected. My best 
to you, in whatever you do; May you 
have success in 752.

Sanitary Regulations for 


Livestock Shows 


GENERAL 

1. All livestock that are found to be 
infected with or exposed to any con 
tagious or communicable disease, m- 
cluding Scabies and Fever ‘Ticks, at 
anv livestock show or sale within the 
state shall at once be removed from 
the show grounds, segregated from 
all other livestock, and quarantined. 
Said livestock shall be treated in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of law 
and of the rules and regulations of the 
Livestock Sanitary Commission — of 
‘Texas. 

2. All animals entered in fairs and 
expositions for exhibition or sales pur- 
poses, originating inside or outside of 
the State of ‘Texas, will be required to 
comply with all rules and regulations 
as outlined in the following para- 
graphs. If exhibitors are not familiar 
with the regulations to be complied 
with, thev should consult their State 
Veterinarians or write direct to the 
Livestock Sanitary Commission — of 
Texas, 3320 West Seventh Street, 
Fort Worth 7, Texas. 

3. Health certificates covering all 
livestock shipments intended for exhi- 
bition shall be presented to the State 


Veterinarian at the time such livestock 
arrive on the grounds, for approval as 
to compliance with health require- 
ments. Each livestock exhibitor will, 
within 72 hours prior to moving live- 
stock from the grounds, obtain a cer- 
tificate and release from the State Vet- 
erinarnian. No charges or fees will be 
collected by the State Veterinarian for 
such certificates and releases. 

4. All classes of livestock and poul- 
try entered in fairs and expositions 
in ‘Texas, either for exhibition or sale, 
shall be subject to all regulations and 
requirements that then exist or may 
be prescribed by the Livestock Sani- 
tary Commission to control and eradi- 
cate any outbreak of contagious, in- 
fectious or communicable diseases, 
and exposure thereto.

5. Official Health Certificate. 

CATTLE 

6. Tuberculosis Requirements—Cat- 
tle for dairy or breeding purposes 
(Nurse Cows included) must be ac- 
companied by health certificate show- 
ing tuberculin test within thirty days 
of entry, except that cattle from ac- 
credited herds may enter the Show 
without tuberculin test, when certi-

7. Bang’s Disease Requirements — 
All cattle (Nurse Cows included) will 
be subject to the following rule: (a) In 
no case shall an animal be admitted 
that shows any evidence of vaginal 
discharge. All cattle, except steers, 
must be negative to the blood test for 
Bang’s Disease, dilutions one to fifty 
to one to two hundred, inclusive, as 
evidenced by tests made within thirty 
days of entry, excepting animals from 
Bang’s free accredited herds, and ex- 
cepting that cattle under 24+ months 
of age which have been officially vac- 
cinated between the ages of six and 
ten months with Strain No. 19 Bang’s 
Vaccine, may be shown while still 
showing suspicious Or positive titer to 
the test when such vaccination 1s cer- 
tified by the Livestock Sanitary Com 
mission. ‘he management reserves the 
right to require retests after the cattle 
are on the grounds. ‘This test must 
be done by a Federal or State accred- 
ited veterinarian. (b) All cows about 
to calve must be isolated to separate 
quarters. 

8. Nurse Cows—The requirements 
governing nurse cows include all cows 
used or intended to be used for that 
purpose. 

9. Fever ‘Tick or Scabies Require- 
ments — Cattle from areas quarantin 
ed for Fever Ticks or Scabies, must be 
accompanied by a certificate issued by 
Federal or State Inspector, showing 
freedom from infection and exposure 
thereto. A copy of said certificate to 
be forwarded to the Livestock Sanitary 
Commission, Fort Worth, ‘Texas. 

GOATS 

10. Must be accompanied by a 
health certificate from an authorized 
veterinarian. 

SHEEP 

11. All sheep imported into ‘Texas 
must be accompamed by a_ written 
permit from the Livestock Sanitary 
Commission of ‘Texas showing the 
name of the consignor, consignee, ori- 
gin, destination and number of sheep. 
All sheep sold to go to the range m 
‘Texas must be dipped and handled as 
provided by the Texas Scabies Law. 

SWINE 

All Hogs for exhibition or 
slaughter must be accompanied by a 
health certificate of Kederal, State or 
approved vetermarian certifving that 
hogs are healthy, have not been ex- 
posed to any contagious or infectious 
disease within 30 days of shipment 
and have been immunized with serum

In mid-January, Russell Martin of 
Del Rio, buyer for Collins & Aik- 
man, Inc., Bristol, R. I., and Louie 
Ragland of Junction, R. P. Collins 
& Co. representative, purchased 
about 220,000 pounds of mohair in 
‘Texas. This was said to include the 
entire fall clip for 1951. 
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Prices ranged from $1.10 to 
$1,11%2 a pound on adult hair and 
$1.35 to $1.36%2 for kid hair. 


Ihe higher prices were paid by 
Ragland for 40,000 pounds which he 
bought from Ranchmen’s Wool and 
Mohair Commission House at In- 
gram.

their wool. Mills object to domestic 
wool because of branding paint, black 
hairs and contamination from bags 
and tying strings.
